THE PRINCE oF WALEs, left at Carlton Houſe, on Tueſday 
Night, the goth of December, 


S I R, 


HE proceedings in PARLIAMENT being now brought to 
a point, which will render it neceſſary to propoſe to the 
Hovse of Commons, the particular meaſures to be taken for 
ſupplying the defect of the Perſonal Exerciſe of the RovaL 
AuTuoORITY during the preſent interval, and your RovaL 
Hicuxzss having ſome time ſince ſignified your pleaſure, that 
any communication on this ſubject ſhould be in writing, 1 
take the liberty of reſpectfully entreating Your RovyAaL 
Hianxkss's permiſſion to ſubmit to your conſideration the 
out-lines of the plan which His MajzsTty's Confidential Ser- 
vants humbly conceive, (according to the beſt judgment which 
they are able to form) to be proper to be propoſed in the 
preſent circumſtances, 
It is their humble opinion, that Your Royar Hicnyxess 
ſhould be empowered to Exerciſe the Roy AL AuTroniTY in

the name and on the behalf of His MajesTyY, during His 
MaJjesTY's illneſs, and to do all Acts which might legally be 
done by His MajesTY, with proviſions, nevertheleſs, that 
the care of His MayzesTY's Royal Perſon, and the management 
of His MajesTY's Houſehold, and the direction and appointment 
of the Officers and Servants therein, ſhould be in the QUEEN, under 
fuch Regulations as may be thought neceſſary.—That the 
Power to be exerciſed by Your Royar Hicuness ſhould not 
extend to the granting the Real or Perſonal PROPERTY of 
the Kine, (except as far as relates to the Renewal of Leaſes) 
to the granting any Orion in Reverſion, or to the granting, 
for any other Term than during His MajestrY's: pleaſure, 
any PENs10N, or any office whatever, except ſuch as muſt by 
Law be granted for Life, or during good behaviour, nor to the 
granting any Rank or Dignity of the PRRRAGE of this Realm, 
to any Perſon, except His MajesTY's Iſſue, who ſhall have 
attained the age of twenty-one years. 

Theſe are the chief points which have occurred to His 
MAJESTY'S Servants. I beg leave to add, that their ideas are 
formed on the ſuppoſition that His Majzsrtr's Illneſs is only 


temporary, and may be of no long duration. It may be difli-

Proviſions, ought to laſt ; but if unfortunately His MajzsTY's 
Recovery ſhould be protracted to a more diſtant period, then 


there is reaſon at preſent to imagine, it will be open hereafter | 


to the wiſdom of PARLIANHENT, to re-conlider theſe pro- 
viſions, whenever the circumſtances appear to call tor it. 
If Your Rovyar Hicuxess ſhould be plealed to require 
any further explanation on the ſubject, and ſhould conde- 
ſcend to ſignify your orders, that I ſhould have the honour of 
attending Your ROYAL Hicnxess for that purpoſe, or to 
intimate any other mode in which Your Royar Hicnuxrss 
may wiſh to receive ſuch explanation, I ſhall reſpectfully

FE Price of Warrs learns from Mr. Pitt's letter, that 
the proceedings in Parliament are now in a train which 
enables Mr. Pitt, according to the intimation in his former 
letter, to communicate to the PRINCE, the outlines of the 
Plan which His Majtsry's Confidential Servants conceive to 
be proper to be propoſed in the preſent circumſtances. 

Concerning the ſteps already taken by Mr. Pitt, the Prince 
is filent. Nothing done by the two Houses or PARLIAMENT 
can be a proper ſubject of his animadverſion ; but when pre- 
wouſly to any diſcuſſion in Parliament, the outlines of a ſcheme 
of Government are ſent for his conſideration, in which it is 
propoſed that ke ſhall be perſonally and principally concerned, 
and by which the Royar AvTroriTY, and the PupLic WEL- 
FARE may be deeply affected, the PRIxcE would be unjuſti- 
fiable, were he to with-hold an explicit declaration of his 


ſentiments, 
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ſentiments. His filence might be conſtrued into a previous 


approbation of a plan, the accompliſhment of which every 


motive of duty to his FATHER and SOVEREIGN, as well as of 
regard for the puBLIic INTEREST, obliges him to conſider as 
injurious to both, | 
In the ſtate of deep diſtreſs, in which the PRIixcx, and the 
whole Rovar FAMILY were involved, by the heavy calamity 
which has fallen upon the K ins, and at a moment, when 
Government, deprived of its chief energy and ſupport, ſeemed 
peculiarly to need the cordial and united aid of all deſcriptions 
of good ſubjects, it was not expected by the PRIxcx, that a 
plan ſhould be offered to his conſideration, by which Govern- 
ment wag to be rendered difficult, if not impracticable, in the 
hands of any perſon intended to repreſent the KixG's autho- 
rity, - much leſs in the hands of his ELpesr Sox—the Hin 
APPARENT of his kingdoms, and the perſon moſt bound to the 
maintenance of His MAJjEsTY's juſt Prerogatives and Autho- 
rity, as well as moſt intereſted in the nayenxss, the pros» 

PERITY, and the GLORY of the PEOPLE, 
The Prince forbears to remark on the ſeveral parts of the 
Kketch of the plan laid before him; he apprehends it muſt 
B have 
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have been formed with ſufficient deliberation to preclude the 
probability of any argument of bis producing an alteration 
of ſentiment in the projectors of it. But he truſts, with con- 
fidence, to the wiſdom and juſtice of Parliament, when the 
whole of the ſubject, and the circumſtances connected with 
it, ſhall come under their deliberation. 

He obſerves therefore, only generally on the heads com- 
municated by Mr. Piti —and it is with deep regret the Prince 
makes the obſervation, that he ſees, in the contents of that 
paper, a project for producing WEAKNESS, DISORDER, and 
INSECURITY in every branch of the Adminiſtration of Affairs. 


A project for piviping the Royal FamiLy from EA 


oTHER—for ſeparating the CourT from the STATE, and there- 
by disjoining GovERNMENT from its natural and accuſtomed 
suppoxr.— A ſcheme for diſconneCting the authority to com- 
mand ſervice, from the power of animating it by reward; 
and for allotting to the Prince all the invidious duties of 
Government, without the means of ſoftening them to the 

public, by any one act of grace, favor, or benignity. 
The Pxincr's feelings on contemplating this plan, are alſo 
rendered ſtill more painful to him, by obſerving that it is 
not

not founded on any general principle, but is calculated to 


infuſe jealouſies and ſuſpicion (wholly groundleſs, he truſts) 
in that quarter, whoſe confidence it will ever be the firſt pride 
of his life to merit and obtain. 

With regard to the motive and object of the limitations 
and reſtrictions propoled, the Prince can have but little to 
obſerve. No light or information is offered him by His Ma- 
JESTY's Miniſters on theſe points. They have informed him 
hat the powers are which they mean to refuſe him, not why 
they are with-beld. 

The PRINcR, however,—holding as he does, that it is an ux- 
DOUBTED and FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLE of this CONSTITUTION, 
that the rowers and PREROGATIVES of the no are veſted 
there, as a TRUsT for the benefit of the PEOPLE, and that they 
are ſacred only as they are neceſſary to the preſervation of that 
poiſe and balance of the conſtitution, which experience has 
proved to be the true ſecurity of the liberty of the ſubjeCt— 
muſt be allowed to obſerve, that the plea of public utility ought 
to be ſtrong, manifeſt, and urgent, which calls for theextinc- 
tion or ſuſpenſion of any one of thoſe eſſential rights in the 
Supreme Power, or its Repreſentative; or which can juſtify

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the Pe in conſenting, that, in his perſon, an experiment ſhall 
be made to aſcertain with how fmall a portion of the Kingly 
Power the Executive Government of this country may be 
carried on. | | 
+ The PxNce has only to add, that if ſecurity for His 
MajesrY's re-poſleſling his rightful Government, whenever it 
ſhall plea'e Providence, in bounty to the country, to remove 
the calamity with which he is afflicted, bo any part of the ob- 
ject of this plan, the Prince has only to be convinced, that 


any meaſure 1s neceſlary, or even conducive to that end, to be 
| the firſt to urge it as the preliminary and paramount conſider- 
J ation of any ſettlement in which he would conſent to ſhare. 

| If attention to what it is preſumed might be his MajesTy's 
feelings and wiſhes on the happy day of his recovery, be the 
| object, it is with the trueſt ſincerity the Pu expreſſes his 
1 | firm conviction, that no event would be more repugnant to 
BF Fro the feelings of his RoYAL FaTueR, than the knowledge, that 
the Government of his Sox and Repreſentative had exhibited 
the SoverEIGN Power of the realm in a ſtate of degradation, 
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of curtailed authority, and diminiſhed energy -a ſtate, hurt- 
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ful in practice to the proſperity and good Government of his 


PEOPLE, 
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PEOPLE, and injurious in its precedent to the ſecurity of the 
MonARCn, and the rights of his Family. 

Upon that part of the plan which regards the King's real 
and perſonal property, the Prixce feels himſelf compelled to 
Temark, that it was not neceſſary for Mr. Pt, nor proper to 
ſuggeſt to the PRINcR, the reſtraint he propoles againſt the 
PRrixce's granting away the KinG's real and perſonal property. 
The PRINcEH does not conceive, that, during the Kixs's life, he 
3s, by law, entitled to make any ſuch grant; and he is ſure, 
that he has never ſhewn the ſmalleſt inclination to poſſeſs any 
ſuch power. But it remains with Mr. Pitt to conſider tlie 
eventual intereſts of the Row AL. FamiLy, and to provide a 


proper and natural ſecurity againſt the miſmanagement of 


them by others. 
The Prixce has diſcharged an indiſpenſable duty, in thus 


giving his free opinion on the plan ſubmitted to his con- 


ſideration. | | 
His Conviction of the evils which may ariſe to the KinG's in- 
tereſts, to the peace and happineſs of the Royar FamiLy, and 
to the ſafety and welfare of the xaT1on, from the government 
ol the country remaining longer in its preſent maimed and de- 
bilitated 
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a bilitated ſtate, outweighs, in the PRINcE's mind, every other 
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conſideration, and will determine him to undertake the pain- 
ful truſt impoſed upon him by the preſent melancholy neceſſity 
(which of all the Kinc's ſubjects he deplores the moſt) in full 
confidence, that the arrecTION and LOYALTY to the KN, the 
experienced ATTACHMENT to the Hovust of Brxunswick, and 


the GENEROSH v which has always diſtinguiſhed this NaT10N, 


will carry him through the many difficulties, inſeparable from 
this moſt critical ſituation, with comfort to himſelf, with ho- 


nour to the King, and with advantage to the rugkic.
